Death Claims a Noble Man, A Devout 


Christian and an Honored and Ute- 
ful Citizen. 


At his home in this city yester­ 
day 
morning 
7:00 o’clock, after 
weeks of pain and weary waiting, 
surrounded by lriends and loved 
ones and at jieace with God and all 
the world, the gentle, noble spirit 
of Mason Daniel Cole passed to the 
great beyond. 
In his death not 
only 
the 
family, but the com ­ 
munity at large has sustained an 
irreparable loss. 
His long and ac­ 
tive life was one of great u-efulnese 
and he enjoyed the love and conf! 
deuce of his fellow men as few men 
do. 
Mr. Cole was born in Bike county, 
Ala., Feb. 24, 1831.
